The top consists of three pieces; 2
of them are semi-cirels 17 by 34 inches
and the middle board 10 by 34 inches,
Each of the end picces of the table top
hns 2 cleats, secured 1o thelr under
side, which embrace the crossbar, They
are so placed that the end boards mny
be pushed together, forming a circular
table, or to pull apart wide enough to
fnsort the middle boonrd between them.
The middle board has dowel pins to cor-
respond with saltable holes in the end
board, The clents which embirace the
crossbar hold the table top firmly on
the frame, but should be loose enough

to allow to slide along it and so extend |

the top.
